The survey was conducted by Princeton Survey Research Associates 
International (PSRAI). Interviews were done in English by Princeton Data Source from 
February 28 to March 3, 2013. Statistical results are weighted to correct known demographic 
discrepancies. The margin of sampling error for the complete set of weighted data is ± 3.5 
percentage points.
